Tho United States is ready to recoup some 
of its losses in tho battle of space with 
a rocket fired from a balloon-borne 
platform 20 miles sbove the earth. 


As soon as weather conditions are right the Air 
Force will try to send a rocket soaring 1,000 
to 4,000 miles above the earth’s surface — 
higher than the Russian satellite or any other 
man-made device has ever reached.

ATOMIC ‘SHIPS. |P & © TO CALL AT 
STILL UNECONOMIC|LOS ANGELES 


HE United States is atill 
along way from an 
economically feasible mer- 
chant ship powered 
atomic enorgy. This is tho 
consensus of shipbuilding 
circles, following the recent 
symposium {in ‘Washington 
at which various dspects of 
the project were reviewed. 
The vesse] ia scheduled to 
. be in operation by 1960. 


° 
Attending the symposium were 
ropresentat ves of 8 
shipbuilding companies, tho 
Atomic Energy Commission, the 
Maritime Administrations, and 
firms working on the ship and 
{ts propulsion unit. A number of 
the papers presented discounted 
the Idea that atomic power 
would prove ao cure-all for the 
problems of the 
dustry. ‘ 

Qne point brought out was 
that nuclear powered merchant 
ships would have to operate on 
Jong voyages and at relatively 
high specds to provide any 
economle advantage over ships 
powered conventionally. 

On voyages of 4,000 miles, 

’ with two ports of call and four 
eargo handlings, - for example, 
nuclear ships would cost at least 
$1 per ton of cargo morc: to 
operate than conventional mer- 
Chant vessels, it was catimated.

On voyages of 20,000 miles, 
with the same number of ports 
and cargo handlings, the cost of 
operating the nucicar powered 
ship would be only slightly more 
than for conventional ships, at

Another series of statistics in- 
dicated that. for a 38,000-ton 
tanker operating on a 17,000- 
mile trade route, only one type 
of nuclear reactor would result 
in operating costs lower than 
with o conventional tanker, 
while the capital costs of the 
nuclear vessel would be much 
higher, 

Admiral Lewis Strauss, chair- 
man of the Atomle Energy Com- 
mission, told the gathering the 

_ cost of the $42 million . vessel 
was'ot mo significance, 4! it 
would be met by the Govern- 
ment. When the time came to 
build a second ship, cost would 
be a vital factor,
